The 
intellectual processes of the Commun.

No Truth, Only Expediency 

Perhaps the neatest illustration of 
the inteilectual.processes of a Com:

to use will be found in comments made 
to me py a university president some 
time ago. In a conference with 
1 had happened to mention the vid 
ideal of senolarship and learning: dis 
anteresteu pursuit of truth. I tnought 
that he would at least pay lip-service 
this ideal, but he interrupted me 
periously. 

“There is no truth but social truth,” 
he gaid. 

“And what,” I asked, social 
truth?” 

He replied quite simply: “It is what 
ut is expedient for a society to tell its 
members." 

“And who,” I “Determines 
what story it is expedient to tell the 
suckers?” 

He smiled. “WE do.” 

swow, to be sure, I cannot be certalu 
that the university president was a 
member of the Communist under- 
ground, but the reasoning that he em- 
ployed is that of the Communist mind. 
There is no truth; there is only ex- 
pediency. 

But intellectual inihilism, the repu- 
diation of all concepts of truth, justice, 
humanity, is mot sufficient to explain 
the terrible energy of the Communist 
conspiracy. That energy is emotional: 
at is a lust, a craving, a quasi-religious 
passion. I had my first glimipse of 
this passion early in my days in Wasb- 
ington.

Equally vital is the question of our 
federal courts. Mr. Fellx Frankfurter 
§s probably the most brilliant and dan- 
gerous immigrant ever imported tnto 
this country. He was early the close 
associate and protector of William Z. 
Foster, the criminal who was titular 
head of the open segment of the Com- 
munist conspiracy. Frankfurter began 
his public career by worming his way 
into the position of secretary to the 
Secretary of War in the cabinet of 
President William Howard Taft. In 
1918, efter he had been publicly de 
nounced by former Prestdent Theodore 
Roosevelt as the soul-mate of Lenin 
and Trotskv, he retired to a profes. 
sorshion in Harvard University, where 
he settled down to train two; genera-,;:. 
tions of. traitors whom he manoged to 
slin into Washington and into law’ 
schools throughout the country. His 
most famous pupil, Aleer Hiss. you 
ill remember, began his eareer in 
Washineton as secretary to Justice 
Holmee of the Sunreme Conrt during 3 
Renuhliean and essentially ennserva- 
tive edministrotinn. On Mav 29. 1050 
the Chicago Trihune’, veteran corres 
pondent fn Woeerhineton reoorted that 
a men “with the highest connectone 
jin fhe State Denartment” declared ° 
*hat Frankfurter wee “the most power- 
“ul man in the United States” end the 
head of a “secret government” that 
resllv rantralied this conntry. 

Frankfurter is recngnized ag the dom- 
inent mind in the Sunreme Court that 
has consictently and with ever in 
eresring effrontry advanced the Com- 
munist cause end subverted the A- 
mericsn Constitution. In a recent’ 
@dict. Indeed. this court has virtually 
revested the whole concevt of law by 
exnressly suhordinatine it to what Mr. 
Frenkfurter chances to call “the enn. 
science of roclety” which can fustify 
anv violation of richts euaranteed Iw 
Yaw. And who determines what tiie 
“eonscience of anclety” suthorizes? 
Why, Mr. Frankfurter and his com. 
rades in the court. The orinciple. of 
course, is precisely eantvalent to that 
set forth In slightly different words 
‘n the Soviet legal system.
